I might say that 1 regarded, the U. S. naval air strike against- the Vietnan 
torpedo boats as an. operation very : -similar to certain moves in Diplomacy* There, 
wo retaliated only against the .arm that had attacked us* v essentially by ^ay of 
anticipatory defense. Once the planes ^ere in the air, >,vc explained what wo 
were doing and tried to make clear to the enemy that vse were not opening a war. 

The comparable situation I have in mind is one in -.,-hich you are at peace with 
a neighbor, but to guard against a surprise attack by him, you must move a piece 
to his frontier* You typically explain to him the need for the move*, show* him 
that the one piece is not sufficient to move aggressively against him, and * 
point out that if you bring up additional pieces that much will servo as ade- 
quate warning. 

You learn from Diplomacy, too, that it is not sufficient that such a move 
be non-aggressive; it makes a real difference in the outcome of the game whether 
you go around and explain yourself or not.
